"It is not for me to comment," 


said Governor Bryan when asked if 
he had anything to say about George 
E. Johnson's statement regarding 
the manner in which the governor 
handles the truth when speaking of 
the Cherry county highway contro- 
versy. The state spent $155,000 for 
something it did not get and it is up 
to someone else to explain. I found 
no stone in the surfacing and the 
federal government did not.

The governor said the

cles of incorporation Saturdaj with 
Secretary of State Pool The articles 
comprise the original filed with the 
state banking department by the Cit- 
izens' State bank of Holdrege and 
which were approved by the depart- 
ment March 12, 1919, when the bank 
was originally organized It voluntar- 
ily closed its doors last February 
when the department refused to per- 
mit the guaranty fund to be drawn 
npon to pay $187,000 to the bank to 
reimburse it for a portion of the 
amount it had paid to depositors of 
the Holdrege State bank when the 
latter bank'was taken over by the 
Citizens' bank. 


The guaranty fund commission, 
acting under a new law, took charge 
of the Citizens' bank and reopened it 
last week and is now operating it.

Deputy Secre- 
tary Knudson attaches a certificate 
stating that the articles are the same 
filed in his office in 1919. The capi- 
tal stock is given at $40,000 paid up.

PARIS, Oct. 27.—In case the pio- 


posed commission of experts con- 
cludes it is impossible for Germany 
to resume reparations payments in 
the near future, France will not op- 
pose revision of the dates tor pay- 
ments provided in the schedule of 
May 1921, a semi-official statement 
fcaid today. 
France will refuse, however, to 


consent to any change in the total 
amount of reparations which Ger- 
many has agreed to pay. 
It was understood the 
French 


embassy in Washington has been 
instructed to transmit to the Amer- 
ican government. France's condition- 
al acceptance of the suggestion for 
a conference of experts to determine 
Germany's capacity to pay. 


The gulf separating the Franco- 


British viewpoints regarding German 
reparations 
payments is 
much 


deeper than is generally supposed, 
according to indications in 
official 


circles here today. 
Premier Poincare does not con- 


sider his conditional acceptance of 
the Anglo-American proposals for a 
commission of experts to examine 
German^s capacity to pay as in any 
way -constituting a deviation ,yiom 
his "u/i'glnal viewpoint." 


As stated in United Press dis- 


patches yesterday, France insists 
that the reparations commission, 
which she controls, still must remain 
the final authority on how much Ger- 
many can pay. 
France welcomes American co- 


operation in settling the reparations 
problem, officials said, but indicated 
at the same time that this govern- 
ment has no intention of abandoning 
its previously expressed viewpoint, 
namely that no reduction in 
the 


amount of reparations due from Ger- 
many can be considered at this time 
and that the questions of allied debts 
and reparations are closely related. 


Comment in the morning press to- 


day on the Curzon note and Secre- 
tary Hughes reply and the speech of 
Prime Minister Baldwin at Plymouth 
stressed an apparent Anglo-Ameri- 
can understanding against France. 
Britain and Germany, the news- 


papers charged, were attempting to 
bring America into the reparations 
squabble on their side.

"I am

disappointed in

tain appointment of Kellogg," de- 
clared Senator Wheeler. "It

serves as an indication that

ident Coolidge has no intention of 
working with the progressives. 


"Instead of selecting a man rep- 


resenting the sentiment of the great 
northwest the president is picking 
up cast-off timber in Kellogg.

At certain periods women are 


particularly liable to these symp- 
toms. But just now I am referring 
to the uncomfortable "cramps which 
follow indiscretions in eating. Such 
an attack is apt to be precipitated 
by exposure to cold or" wet after the 
wrong eating has taken place. 


Cramps or colic may come from 


drinking a lot of cold liquids, Ice 
water, lemonade, ginger ale—any 
beverage if taken ice-cold and in 
quantities may bring on, these un- 
comfortable symptoms. 


Most persons are more or less con- 
stipated. 
If these are unfortunate 


enough to get hold of some spoiled 
or infected food, severe cramps may 
ensue. 
The irritated intestines, in 


attempting- to expel their contents, 
move the hard mass so rapidly that 
severe suffering results." 


In hasty or improper feeding: of 
infants cramps are not uncommon. 
Nervousness or hysteria on the part 
of the mother may show itself, in 
the baby in the form of colic. 
In the treatment it is important 


to empty the bowel. 
Castor oil or 
salts may be needed by the adult, 
but, whether adult or child, aft 
enema of warm soapsuds is likely 
to give speedy relief. 


Hot applications, either of dry 


heat, like a hot sandbag or of towels 
wet in water hot as can be borne, 
will do much to get rid of the pain. 
Bicarbonate of soda solution or 


soda-mint tablets will neutralize the 
acidity of the stomach and may stop 
the cramps. 
A favorite household 


remedy is essence of peppermint, 
well diluted. Tincture of ginger is 
another good home medicine.
